Although  much  is  being  planned  for  a  National 
Health  Service,  it  would  appear  that  support  to  the 
Voluntary  Institutions  such  as  ours  will  still  be 
necessary,  perhaps  even  more  than  in  the  past,  but 
I  would  state  that  it  will  be  the  policy  of  the  Liverpool 
Dental  Hospital  to  use  its  specialised  staff  and  equip¬ 
ment  in  the  furtherance  of  Dental  treatment,  and  to 
co-operate  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  any  Dental 
Health  Scheme.

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EIGHTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT 


{Being  the  Thirty-second  since  the  Incorporation  of  the  Hospital). 


The  Chairman  and  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
their  Eighty-third  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of  Accounts 
for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1943,  this  also  being  the 
Thii  ty-second  since  the  date  of  the  Incorporation  of  the  Hospital. 

Before  proceeding  with  the  report  of  the  work  of  the 
Hospital,  it  is  with  deep  regret  and  a  sense  of  personal  loss  that 
the  Committee  records  the  decease  of  Mr.  H.  E.  Barker,  L.D.S., 
who  was  a  Senior  Honorary  Dental  Surgeon  since  1930,  and  as 
such  he  rendered  outstanding  service,  and  he  will  be  greatly 
missed. 

During  the  past  year  the  total  number  of  attendances  was 
48,901,  including  20,487  new  cases,  an  increase  of  2,127  on  1942. 
The  number  of  operations  performed  was  42,481  (including  5,266 
anaesthetic  cases  and  5,531  for  the  preservation  of  teeth),  as 
compared  with  the  1942  figure  of  41,366.  The  continued  increase 

is  gratifying. 

The  return  for  the  Conservation  Department  is  slightly 
lower.  The  Prosthetic  and  Parodontal  Departments  show 
substantial  increases,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  the 
latter  department,  which  is  devoted  to  diseases  of  the  gums,  an 
infection  termed  acute  ulcerative  stomatitis,  which  was  sometimes 
called  “Trench  Mouth”  in  the  last  war,  has  considerably  increased 
during  the  war  years,  the  comparative  figures  being  44  patients 
in  1938  to  504  in  1943. 

The  Hospital  Dental  Aid  Fund  has  assisted  a  number  of 
patients  to  obtain  appliances,  and  the  Committee  thanks  the 
executive  of  the  J.  R.  Hobhouse  Dental  Aid  Fund  for  a  further 
grant  of  £300. 

The  small  surplus  as  shown  by  the  accounts  would  not  have 
been  possible  but  for  payments  from  the  War  Office,  which  are, 
of  course,  of  a  temporary  nature,  and  for  the  excellent  efforts 
of  the  Entertainments  Committee.  The  Hospital  is  being 
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administered  on  a  minimum  of  expenditure,  very  inadequate  pro¬ 
vision  being  possible  for  the  funds  which  will  be  needed  for 
post-war  reconstruction,  while  much  that  should  be  done  within 
the  Hospital  must,  of  necessity,  be  left  until  after  the  war. 
Notwithstanding  the  strictest  war-time  economy,  the  financial 
position  still  causes  anxiet}^  and  the  Committee  therefore 
earnestly  appeals  for  more  generous  support  from  the  people  of 

Merseyside  to  enable  this  essential  work  to  continue  and  progress. 

The  Committee  desiies  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  those 
wiio,  by  subscriptions,  donations  and  gifts,  have  encouraged 
those  wwking  for  the  Hospital.  The  following  are  the  larger

Hon.  Dental  Surgeon), 
Mr.  M.  Radford  (Asst.  Hon.  Orthodontist),  Mr.  J.  K.  Knowies 
(Anaesthetic  House  Surgeon),  Mr.  T.  Gilbride  (Paradontal  House 
Surgeon),  are  serving  with  His  Majesty’s  Forces. 

Thanks  are  extended  to  members  of  the  Staff  and  Students 
for  their  w'ork  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  and  to  those  who 
have  assisted  the  Entertainments  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  been  pleased  to  co-operate  with  the 
War  Office  by  allowing  an  Army  Dental  Laboratory  to  be  set  up 
within  the  Hospital,  and  records  the  pleasant  relationship  with 
the  Army  Dental  Authorities. 

The  Committee  is  co-operating  with  the  School  of  Dental 
Surgery  of  the  University  of  Liverpool,  who  are  carrying  out  an 
investigation  into  the  causes  and  prevention  of  dental  diseases, 
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with  particular  reference  to  the  effect  of  the  present  war-time 
diet.  This  work  is  being  done  at  the  National  Children’s  Home, 
Frodsham,  and  the  staff  of  the  Hospital  and  students  have 
examined  approximately  558  children,  with  a  total  of  322  treat¬ 
ments.  This  investigation  has  been  made  possible  through  the 
enthusiasm  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Bibby  and  the  generosity  of  Messrs. 
J.  Bibby  &  Sons,  Ltd. 

Whilst  war  conditions  have  created  many  difficulties,  the 
Committee  is  pleased  to  record  that  the  full  facilities  have  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  feels  that  the  Hospital  is 
in  a  position  to  take  its  full  and  proper  place  in  the  Medical 
Services  of  Merseyside.  The  Committee  will  be  pleased  to 
consider  co-opeiation  in  any  general  Medical  Scheme  which  may 
be  established  to  enable  a  complete  and  specialised  service  to  be 
available  to  those  requiring  comprehensive  medical  attention. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  again  wishes  to  commend  to 
the  people  of  Merseyside  the  valuable  services  available  at  the 
Hospital,  and  asks  for  greater  financial  support  in  its  efforts  to 
provide  this  essential  service.
